Mr. Todd, M. P.P., and Mr. Jobn Telford, 
after a twenty-two day's t-ip to the mountains 
on an exploring and pleasure trip, retarned 
to town yesterdy evening. They travelled 
via Gold-tream aod Leech River, as far as the 
San Joan River, which flows into the sea on 
the West Coast, On this stream, which they 
pronounce to be very rugged, they prospected 
tor three days, and panned out two vonces of 
beautiful course lead gold. They are so pleas- 
ed with the prospects that they propose to 
visit thipcreek again. They also visited, while 
on the tramp, Leech River and the Jordan. 
On Lerch there are three mena, preparing for 
work—Scotty, Meiggs, and another. Our 
informants bave been walhing fourieen days; 
saW no game of any sort, except grouse; met 
with no prairie land; endured much fatigue 
and hardship. San Juan river is described 
asacanon for miles, with here and theres 
small bar, on one of which was obatioed the 
gold above mentioned. We have hardly ever 
seen so handsome a prospect as the gold 
brought in, presents. It was found on the bed- 
rock, aud in about two feet of gravel. This was 
the only place tried,—and provisions getting 
sbort, the party were compelied to beat # re- 
treat into town. The river is not easily
